This matter has been given further careful consideration and 
it is believed that possible advantages which^ight be gained^ by ; 
interviewing either or both these individuals are offset by distinct 
disadvantages which it is felt may very likely result. 

It has been ascertained .from the Sec* Inft* who furnished the 
information that not more than six or eight members of the Party 
Club in question were present on the occasion the statements were 
made, and among these of course was the informant* This particular 
informant has good possibilities of becoming the next Organizational 
Secretary £>f his CP Division while his wife, also a Sec. Inft., is 
already tied in to some extent w;Ith the CP underground in this area* 

It is believed that any effective interview with either GOLDBERG or 
ENDE would jeopardize two valuable informants of long standing. 
Furthermore, since both GOLDBERG and ENDE are knoxm to be active in 
the CP at the present time, neither would be likely to risk 
exposure in spite of their stated antagonism toward JOHN GARFIELD 
whom they classified as a traitor to £he Party. In the case of LEONARD

Without disclosing the nature or purpose of this 
inquiry, Mr. BORUT was specifically asked whether Miss CARMEN'S 
account of a given fact situation could be counted upon for truth 
and veracity. It was his opinion that this would depend on the 
circumstances and the fact situation she might be describing. He 
went on to explain that if the situation were such that it might 
tend to place her in the limelight and thus further her ambitions 
as an actress, he would be inclined to be a little wary of her 
account in all details unless it were subject to independent 
corroboration. He added, however, that this was because his 
experience in show business indicated it to be characteristic 
of most actors and actresses to have a tendency to color and 
exaggerate and account if it would make them the center of 
attraction and attention. Mr. BORUT stated this was merely a general 
observation and not directed particularly at Miss CARMEN. He 
again pointed out that it has been several years since he had any 
contact with her and that he is not qualified to give an assess- 
ment of her today.

It is not.qd that HELEN FREEMAN had been previously identified 
by Mrs. WILLI A lffsSCHERR, one-time maid and nurse in the GARFIELD . 
residence/ as" GARFIELD ’ s secretary during that period and an 1 
individual who was apparently close to both Mr. and Mrs. GARFIELD. 


A search of the Los Angeles indices failed to reflect any 
previous information that could be identified with the HELEN 
FREEMAN in question. ' 

Mrs. WILLIAM^CHERRj 1537 North Stanley Avenue in Hollywood, 
was reinterviewedTor' any .additional information she might have 
which would assist in locating FREEMAN. At that time a recent 
photograph of HELENS LOT^LEV ITT (Mrs . . AlJ&EV-ITT) was shown to 
Mrs. SCHERR on the 'basis of .the fact that in his testimony before 
HCUA, JOHN. GARFIELD identified HELEN SL0TE, LEVITT as. having been 
his secretary at one time. At', the time HELEN SL0TE LEVITT, herself, 
testified before the HCUA Sub-Committee hearing in Los Angeles 
in September, last, she refused to answer a- question as to whether 
she had ever been GARFIELD’S secretary, and it was thought that 
perhaps the HELEN "FREEMAN mentioned by Mrs. SCHERR might be 
identical with HELEN SLOTE^LEVITT., , t - 

However, Mrs, SCHERR stated positively that the LEVITT 
photograph was not that of HELEN FREEMAN who was GARFIELD’S 
secretary at the time of ‘ Mrs . SCHERR’ s employment in the 
household in 191+7* K , 

Mrs. SCHERR was fairly certain as was also her husband, 
WILLIAM, that the last name of GARFIELD’S secretary was FREEMAN. 

They were positive that her first name was HELEN. Mrs. . SCHERR, 
herself, first went to work for, GARFIELD in Hollywood in 191+6. 

She became .acquainted with HELEN FREEMAN when the girl was 
appointed GARFIELD’S secretary by the studio with which she.^as f 
then connected. FREEMAN did not live at the GARFIELD ^home+L but f\ ^ 
occasionally came to the house in connection with her secretarial / 
duties during the day. Shq was single and lived with three other / 
^girls in an apartment in Hollywood, the address of which Mrs. SCHERR

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could not recall. In 19J+7 Mrs. SCHERR went to New York City with 
JOHN GARFIELD and his wife where the family took an apartment for 
some months while , GARFIELD appeared in the stage play "Skipper 
Next To God." Some time later, GARFIELD ’ s secretary, HELEN 
FREEMAN, came on to New York and lived at the GARFIELD apartment 
there serving as his secretary at the house. However, because 
GARFIELD, himself, was away much of the time, she was with 
Mrs. GARFIELD more than she was with him. When Mr. and Mrs. GARFIELD 
both attended the HCUA hearings in Washington in the fall of 191+7 j. 
HELEN FREEMAN went with them. 

Early in 191+8, GARFIELD and his family returned to Hollywood 
along with HELEN FREEMAN. Shortly after their return, Mrs. SCHERR’ s 
employment with the GARFIELD s ceased and she cannot recall having , 
met HELEN FREEMAN since that time . 

Mrs. SCHERR describes FREEMAN as twenty-six to thirty years 
old, black hair, worn long, dark complexion, five feet four inches, 
single, no glasses, and an exceptional figure. According to 
Mrs. SCHERR’ s recollection, HELEN FREEMAN came from the Soviet 
Union to the United States when she was eight years old. Her 
parents lived in New York. She was not a citizen, although she 
once told Mrs. SCHERR that she had applied for first papers in 
New York. Mrs. SCHERR suspected her of being sympathetic to . 
Communism and used to jokingly refer to her as "comrade" but has 
no direct or personal knowledge that FREEMAN was ever a member of 
the Communist Party. 

I I a member of the Communist Party in Hollywood 

from 1930 to 19i+o recalled the secretary of JOHN GARFIELD in 
1947 as being HELEN^REI CHMAN --not HELEN^REEMAN . Informant’s 
description of HELEN REICHMAN clo s ely" coincided with that furnished 
by Mrs. SCHERR for HELEN FREEMAN. Informant stated that in 1947 
GARFIELD was then acting star of Enterprise Studios which was a 
joint film producing venture of JOHN GARFIELD and R. B« ROBERTS 
under the name of R. B. Roberts Productions. He recalled that 
HELEN REICHMAN was one of the secretaries at the studios, and that 
she was assigned to GARFIELD as a general s ecretary, principally 
to handle GARFIELD’S fan mail. | j states that he never 

knew HELEN REICHMAN to be connected with the Party in Hollywood. 
However, he does recall that when the so-called "Unfriendly 19" 
Hollywood personalities were subpoenaed before HCUA in October, 1947* 
HELEN REICHMAN happened to be on the same plane with the "19" 
en route to ¥ ashington. REICHMAN was returning home to New York 
for a visit. | |said he did not know REICHMAN' s current 

address or even if she was still in Hollywood. 
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A check of the name HELEN REICHMAN against the Los Angeles 
indices reflected only that an individual by that name of 8000 
Honey Drive, Hollywood, in 1951 was apparently some sort of 
contact of the Hollywood ASP Office. 


Sec. Inft.| |on March 2, 1951# reported that the 

ASP Office had incidentally requested HELEN REICHMAN to help 
with getting out an ASP mailing list. Investigation subsequently 
determined that this individual was identical with HELEN 
REICHMAN, one-time secretary to GARFIELD.

At R. B. Roberts Productions, 1052 North Carol Drive, 
Beverly Hills, it was determined from the records that HELEN 
REICHMAN had been assigned by the studio to serve as JOHN

just recently employed as an actress in a bit part with 
Columbia Studios. She is just recently married and her husband, 
PAUE?\OMAN, is a building contractor. Both indicated a cooperative 
attitude during the interview and readily answered any questions. 


HELEN REICHMAN stated she was born in Poland, age twenty-five, 
and first came to the United States in 1929* She later became a 
naturalized United States citizen in New York City. Her father 
is ABE REICHMAN, 2000 Daly Avenue in New York City. She 
voluntarily exhibited her citizenship certificate number A-190567, 
issued in New York February 25# 1949* 


Miss REICHMAN stated she had never used the name HELEN 
FREEMAN or any name other than her own prior to her recent 
marriage. She further stated that she had never been a member 
of the Communist Party or sympathetic thereto either in New 
York or in Los Angeles. She originally came to California 
from New York in 19i(-6 where she went to work as a secretary 
for the R. B. Roberts Productions. Shortly afterwards, she was 
assigned by the company to serve as GARFIELD’S secretary, in which 
capacity she was employed for about two years. She was paid, 
however, by Roberts Productions and not by GARFIELD, himself. 

In the business tie-up between GARFIELD and R. B. ROBERTS Company, 
the company was to furnish GARFIELD with a secretary. As such, 
her principal duties were to handle his fan mail, of which there 
was considerable . volume at the time. Her employment duties as his 
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secretary took her to the GARFIELD home on numerous occasions 
and she became personally acquainted with Mrs. GARFIELD. 

In late 1947 the GARFIELD family went to New York where 
GARFIELD was to appear in a stage play. At about that time. 

Miss REICHMAN had a vacation due her and she took four weeks’ leav£ 
from Roberts Productions in order to return to New York to visit 
her family. In October, 1947* she made -the trip to New York by 
plane and by coincidence was on the same plane with the 
so-called "Unfriendly 19” witnesses who were going to Washington 
to appear before the HCUA. 

Miss REICHMAN recalls that she went directly to New 
York and for a period of her vacation she stayed with her parents 
there. She was not serving as GARFIELD’S secretary at this 
time. However, while in New York, GARFIELD’S recent film success 
"Gentleman’s Agreement" opened in New York. This brought a big 
volume of mail addressed to GARFIELD and GARFIELD called on her 
to handle it. Because of the distance her family lived from the 
GARFIELD residence near Fifth Avenue and East Tenth Street in 
New York City, she lived some of the time thereafter at the 
GARFIELD residence. 

Miss REICHMAN recalls that she was living with the 
GARFIELDs in New York when the HCUA hearings took place in 
Washington in the latter part of October or early November, 1947* 
GARFIELD, himself, was not one of the witnesses, but he did 
go to Washington as one of the sponsors or signers of the 
"First Ammendment Committee" which was made up of a number of 
motion picture personalities from Hollywood concerned with 
protesting the hearings. Miss REICHMAN went to Washington with 
Mr. and Mrs. GARFIELD and recalls that she sat with them in 
the rear of the hearing room during the Committee sessions. 

In May of 194$ GARFIELD returned to Hollywood alone, followed 
shortly afterward by Mrs. GARFIELD and the children. Miss REICHMAN 
returned to Hollywood with Mrs. GARFIELD. To the best of her 
recollection she continued the work as JOHN GARFIELD’S secretary 
until late 1948 when her employment terminated. 

Miss REICHMAN stated that during her entire acquaintance 
and employment with JOHN GARFIELD she never had any direct or 
personal knowledge that he was a member of the Communist Party 
or even sympathetic thereto. She stated that his attitude toward 
the 1947 HCUA hearings seemed to be one of protest on principle 
rather than in any personal interest in the subpoenaed witnesses 
themselves, that the hearings were the subject of some discussion 
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around the GARFIELD household and GARFIELD’S objections appeared 
to be to the procedure and manner in which the hearings were 
held rather than to the right of the Government to inquire into 
Communism in Hollywood. GARFIELD seemed to feel that the 
witnesses were not given the right of cross examination or allowed 
to make statements they desired. Miss REICHMAN stated frankly 
that this was her own feeling with regard to the hearings also. 

She recalled OHH^ ARFIELD„ was not a politically 

astute individual; that hewas 'T very* procrastinating individual 
where some matters were concerned; that for years he received 
numerous requests for donations and support of various causes 
and clubs. He would appear to be angry at first when such requests 
were received in the mail and would indicate that it annoyed 
him, and that he would answer such requests in the negative. 

However, with comparatively few exceptions he rarely ever got 
around to doing anything about it. 

Mr. GARFIELD struck her as an individual who was continually 
amused at the great success he had had in films with the resulting 
change in his economic position. She once observed him standing 
in a window stating to himself in effect that he just couldn»t 
imagine all of this happening to him. 

Concerning Mrs. ROBERTA o r RQBBIEE£&ARFIELD , as she was 
known, HELEN REICHMAN stated that in the" course of her employment 
as GARFIELD’S secretary she was with Mrs. GARFIELD on occasional 
shopping trips and similar occasions, but that she had never been 
familiar with Mrs. GARFIELD’S political activities, if any, and 
that if Mrs. GARFIELD was interested in Communism she never 
discussed it with her. 

Miss REICHMAN was asked indirectly concerning any relationship 
she might have had with the Hollywood ASP organization, and she 
then advised that she was not a member of this group and had never 
taken part in any of its functions. She stated that it is entirely 
possible that among her friends and associates a few might be 
ASP members.

While it is possible that HELEN REICHMAN may have minimized 
her own personal sympathies for Communist causes during the 
interview with her, she appeared to have a very cooperative 
attitude toward interviewing agents and she was, however, unable 
to furnish any information of a pertinent nature identifying 
JOHN GARFIELD with the Communist Party either in Los Angeles or 
in Hollywood. 
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Since it appears that HELEN REICHMAN is, in fact, the 
GARFIELD s * secretary recalled by Mrs. WILLIAM SCHERR as HELEN 
FREEMAN, no further investigation with regard to HELEN REICHMAN 
is deemed necessary at this time.

It has been definitely established that JOHN GARFIELD was in 
Washington, D. C. in the latter part of March 19U0 and that while in 
Washington he attended an affair of the National Negro Congress at the 
Phyllis Wheatley YWCA; however, not one of the witnesses, who can place 
the subject at this affair, recalled his having made any comments 
condemning the JIM CROW system in this country, or urging those present 
to read DALTON TRUMBO's » Johnnie Got His Gun”. 

Even though Ma jor HARRIET MICHAEL. WEST should recall any such 
statements made by the subject, it would appear, from the letter to the 
Director from JAMES M. McINERNEY, Assistant Attorney General, Criminal 
Division, dated May 25, 1951 * that the testimony of one witness is in- 
sufficient to meet the quantitative rule of evidence in perjury cases. 

Therefore, it is thought that members of the 'cas^\of "’Heavenly Express", 
who attended the National Negro Congress affair with GARFIELD, should be 
interviewed for any statements made by GARFIELD at that function. In 
the referenced Bureau letter, the Bureau granted authority to interview 
ART SMITH, PHIL L0EB, WILL LEE and CURT COMAY. 

The New York Office is, therefore, requested to ascertain the 
whereabouts .of the four individuals mentioned above and, in the event 
they are not in the New York City area, set out leads to have them 
interviewed. _ The results of these interviews should be furnished the 
j j Y/ashington Field Office in letter form for inclusion in a supplemental prosecutive

At another point in his conversation BENOFF remarked 
that while he was in the U.S. Navy, he had been interviewed by

In this connection, it should be noted that the 
Los Angeles file reveals that BENOPP has never previously been 
contacted by a Bureau representative. The original inves- 
tigation of BENOPP by this office was placed in a closed status 
when he was inducted into the military service early in 1945* 
The file reveals however that the 11th Naval District conducted 
considerable investigation of BENOPP during the 1945-46 period 
he was in the Navy Armed Service Radio Unit, although' reports 
of the Navy investigation available to Los Angeles do not 
'reflect a personal interview with subject pursuant thereto. 

In regard to JOHN GARFIELD, BENOPP was advised that 
at the request of the Department of Justice, the Bureau was 
conducting investigation to determine the truth of parts of 
GARFIELD'S testimony under oath before the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities last year. BENOFP was thereafter 
questioned concerning his knowledge of and association with 
GARFIELD. 


BENOPP said he did not rate GARFIELD as ever having 
been one of his close friends or associates; that when he, 
BENOPP, came to Hollywood from New York about 1943 j GARFIELD 
was already an established film star; that it was to the 
advantage of aspiring writers in Hollywood to know and make 
contacts of such people if possible. He said he knew GARFIELD 
to the extent of playing poker in the same group with him at 
various times in the past. In addition' to GARFIELD and himself, 
others, &ho took part in vtftese card games were film writers’ 
N0RMAWP4NAMA and MELVI*N3fgRANK, the writing brother ^JULIUS. 
and .PUT LWE PSIEIN , and /the film and stage actor PHILMILVERS. _ 
BENOPP s-aid that "after a while someone was- strongly suspected 
of cheating at the game, and the card sessions broke up, BENOFP 
did not offer to identify the suspect, but said it was not he. 
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BENOFF said hePwas only slightly acquainted with 
GARFIELD'S wife ROBERTA /and stated he. knew nothing of the 
political leanings of either. He claimed he had never dis- 
cussed Communism or the. Communist Party with GARFIELD nor had 
he ever heard the latter express an opinion one way or the other 
on the subject. BENOFF volunteered the opinion that GARFIELD 
was too stupid to make a good Communist or know anything about 
the Communist Party; that all GARFIELD appeared to be interested 
in was money and women. He said he had not seen GARFIELD for 
quite some time since GARFIELD had moved to New York some years 
ago. 


BENOFF was advised that the Bureau had information 
which was considered reliable that he, himself * had been a 
member 'of the Communist Party in Hollywood., specifically one 
of the Party's writers branches in the film industry, and 
he was asked if he would care to comment on the status of his 
affiliation now. 

As the question was put to him, BENOFF appeared to 
nod his head affirmatively; however, he hesitated momentarily 
before answering and then stated that he had never been a 
member of the CP; further, that he had never applied for member- 
ship therein, nor had -there ever been any attempt to recruit 
him. He claimed he knew nothing about the CP or its membership, 
and that he had no information connecting JOHN GARFIELD with 
the CP or the YCL. 

Although BENOFF might be considered a convincing talker 
under ordinary circumstances, it was obvious, considering the 
available evidence of his past CP affiliation, that he was not 
telling the truth. At the same time he was admittedly upset 
because, as he expressed it, once anyone connected with the 
film industry is publicly identified with the CP, he is "dead" 
in the industry. He denied that his wife MILDRED was ever a 
CP member and requested that she not be contacted in regard to 
it. 


At no time during the entire interview with BENOFF 
was he in any way hostile. However, in view of his insincerity 
regarding his past CP affiliation, no effort was made to pursue 
the matter further. The way was left open, however, for BENOFF 
to contact the Los Angeles Office on this or any related 
matter .if he chose to do so. It is possible he might do so. 

No further contact with BENOFF will be made unless 



he requests it. In regard to JOHN GARFIELD, no reliance 
can be placed on information furnished by BENOFF concerning 
him in view of BENOFF' s insincerity concerning himself. 


The Bureau's file on BENOFF (100-337007) will reflect 
past investigation by Los Angeles to the effect that BENOFF 
came to Hollywood from New York City in 19^3;^bat he was 
•transferred at that time from Branch C of the New York CP to\$y 
the Northwest Section (Hollywood) of the Los Angeles CP^J In 
1944 he was assigned to Writers Group A-l of the local CP and 
for a time was the Educational Director of this group or branch. 
His wife MILDRED was reported at that time to be a member of 
Branch S and later Branch C of the same CP Section. 


On February 20, 1952

writers ' branch of the CP in Hollywood between 1943 and 1947 * 
advised BENOFF was a Party mem ber in Ho llywood at or about the 
time informant joined the CP. ~] seems to recall that 

BENOFF once told him he had been a member of the Young Communist 
League in New York before he came to the West Coast. Informant 
also recalls BENOFF 's wife "MICKY," as she was called, being 
a Party member -at the same time. Informant recalls attending 
at least one ori ^ Vm-anoh meetings at the BENOFF residence in 


Beverly Hills.

years up to 1948, says BENOFF was a Party member in the early 
1940 's, although it is informant's recollection that BENOFF 
did not remain in the Party very long and may have since 
disassociated himself therefrom.

either one or both of them were subsequently transferred to 
another branch when they moved their residence from Beverly Hills. 


In regard to the other individuals named by BENOFF 
as playing poker with him and GARFIELD, namely writers MELVIN 
FRANK, NORMAN PANAMA, JULIUS EPSTEIN, and PHILIP EPSTEIN, it 
is noted that the two EPSTEIN brothers have been previously 
interviewed in regard to GARFIELD without any positive results. 
Neither of the EPSTEINS was ever affiliated with the CP inso- 
far as is known. 
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In regard to MELVIN PRANK and NORMAN PANAMA , these 
two have been a writing team for the film industry for some 
years. Neither, is known from any' reliable so urce to have 
been actually a member of the CP. I recalls that both 

PANAMA and PRANK were once considered sympathetic and potential 
recruit material by the Party during the Communist Political 
Association days. Informant recalls that the Party was 
interested in both and on at least one occasion invited them 
to attend a meeting of the CPA. Informant points out that this 
was during the period when the CPA enjoyed some degree of 
respectability and occasionally an individual considered, a 

reliable sympathizer would be' asked to attend an otherwise 

closed CP A meeting in an effort to interest him. | 

says neither FRANK nor PANAMA ever actually joined however, 
and that apparently their interest never did "jell."

Referenced letter sets out the results of an Inter- 
view with BENOFF regarding GARFIELD as well as BENOFF* a own 
Communist Party connections which he denied* 

On February 28* 1952* Dr. 0. RUSSELL ANDERSON* 1*16 
North Bedford Drive* Beverly Hills* California* was interviewed 
pursuant to information received that he had some Information 
which he desired to furnish the Bureau pertaining to Communist 
matters. 

Ghe of several unassociated matters which Dr* 

ANDERSON mentioned was the fact that about 191*5 MAX NATHAN 
BENOFF was. a patient of his. BENOFF had some sort of skin 
rash which appeared to be caused by nervousness* ANDERSON 
eventually sent BENOFF to Dr* JOHN B. DOYLE* psychiatrist* 
inasmuch as BENOFF f s nervousness appeared to be caused by 
mental stress* 

While BENOFF was a patient of ANDERSON, however, 
he admitted to ANDERSON that he was a member of the Communist 
Party. BENOFF at that time was the writer of the popular 
radio show n Baby Snooks . n He admitted that his membership 
in the Communist Party took a great deal of his time ; that he 
had to attend Party meetings regularly and- frequently which, 
in addition to his writing work for radio* continually over- 
worked him* 

Approximately six months ago in 1951 BENOFF was again 
in contact with Dr* ANDERSON* although not professionally. He ^ 
told ANDERSON then that he had quit the Communist Party a f ej-f 
months prior thereto . ANDERSON sugge sted that if he . had di s^ 
associated himself from the Party, BENOFF should seek an inter- 
view with the FBI and make his position known to the Bureau. 
However, while BENOFF indicated he would like to talk to Bureau 
representatives about himself* he had decided not to do so because] 
he felt he would be obliged to name others he knew to be connected/ 
with the Communist Party* BENOFF told ANDERSON that while he

thinks that basically Communism is all right, he did not like 
the conspiracy angle of it, which was one of the reasons he 
had withdrawn from it, 

’ According to ANDERSON* the only person that BEN OFF 
named as,' a Communist, other than himself, was the film actor, 

GENE KELLY, Whom BENOFF greatly admires. It was ANDERSON* s 
recollection that BENOFF named KELLY as a Party member when 
he first admitted his own membership to ANDERSON in 1945* 

ANDERSON says that it has been generally believed around Beverly 
Hills that KELLY is or has been a Communist, although no one 
has any proof other than KELLY’s associations, past and present, 
ANDERSON also remarked that KELLY apparently has not been named 
by ahy of the witnesses before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities to date. 

ANDERSON stated that when BENOFF went into the armed 
services sometime in 1945 he, ANDERSON,^ recommended BENOFF as 
a radio writer to the Commander of the Navy’s Armed Service 
Radio Unit at Santa Monica, and BENOFF was transferred to that 
unit from basic training, it appears the Unit Commander had 
been a patient of ANDERSON end was known to him personally. 

ANDERSON was asked if at the time of this recommenda- 
tion he was aware of BENOFF *s affiliation with the Communist 
Party.. ANDERSON said he was aware of it at the time; but that 
if he had known then what he knows now about Communism and 
the Communist Party, he would never have recommended BENOFF. 

Because of the matter of medical ethics ANDERSON was 
not asked why he had not reported his information regarding 
BENOFF until now, and ANDERSON did not raise the point, 

ANDERSON indicated that he rather likes BENOFF as an individual, 
although he in no *$ay approves of his past connections with 
the Communist Party. Although he did not say so directly, 
ANDERSON indicated that should BENOFF be subpoenaed and his 
Communist Party affiliations disclosed publicly, his career 
as a top radio writer would be seriously jeopardized; and 
apparently BENOFF himself fears this too. 

In this connection, it should be noted that at no 
time was ANDERSON advised that BENOFF had been contacted 
previously by agents of this office as set out in mylet of 
February 21st last in the JOHN GARFIELD, SECURITY MATTER - 0, 
PERJURY case.

There is a possibility that BENOFF may have been in 
touch with Dr. ANDERSON since BEN OFF was interviewed by Bureau 
agents last February 18th. Although through certain questions 
Dr. ANDERSON x*as given an opportunity to confirm this, he did 
not do so, and he indicated that he had not had any contact 
with BENOEF for some months either professionally or socially. 

It was made clear to Dr. ANDERSON that the Bureau 
would afford Mr. BENOFF an interview at any time he may care 
to contact the Los Angeles office j that, however, the FBI has 
nothing to do with the procedure or policy of the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities and has no information relative 
to whom HGUA may or may not subpoena* 

For the Bureau* s Inf ormation, nothing of a derogatory 
nature concerning Dr. C. RUSSELL ANDERSON appears in the Los 
Angeles indices. In addition to the information concerning 
BENOFF, Dr. ANDERSON furnished information of a hearsay nature 
which may prove pertinent in other matters; 

In regard to film actor GENE KELLY (Bufile 100-352566, ) 
whom BENOFF named to Dr. ANDERSON as a member of the Communist 
Party, you will note that BENOFF* s identification, if true, is 
the first concrete indication that KELLY was or is actually 
a member of the Gommunist Party. Fast investigation of KELLY 
has not established actual membership on his part, although he 
was apparently very close to and well regarded by the Party in 
the past . 


For your information, it has bean learned from House 
Committee on Un-American Activities investigator, WILLIAM 
WHEELER, subsequent to the interview with BENOFF on February 
1.8 last, that HGUA is considering issuing a subpoena for 
BENOFF* s appearance at the forthcoming hearings in Los Angeles 
to be held probably about May next. It is not knoxm exactly 
who HCUA*s sources are or who may have named BENOFF. The fact 
that someone did name him is indicated by the fact that HGUA 
is considering a subpoena for him, probably subsequent to an 
interview with him by an HCUA representative. WHEELER, of 
course, is not aware that BENOFF has been interviewed by the 
Bureau.

if in fact GARFIELD was a Party member. KELLT and GARFIELD,
